2. RE PROSPECTIVE RAPPROCHEMENT WITH JORDAN. PLO 
OFFICIAL WEEKLY PALESTINE REVOLUTION (SEPT 12) WROTE 
"IT IS DUTY OF EVERY ARAB CITIZEN TO QUESTION EFFECTIVE- 
NESS OF AN EASTERN FRON WHOSE MAIN ARMY IS MOBILIZED 
AGAINST SYRIA, IRAQ AND PALESTINE REVOLUTION RATHER 
THAN AGAINST ZIONIST ENEMY". ARTICLE DENOUNCED ATTEMPTS 
TO REHABILITATE KING HUSSEIN. CHARGING HE TRYING TO 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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END, OR AT LEAST FREEZE, ARAB OPPOSITION TO HIS WEST BANK 
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FEDERATION PROJECT (SEE BEIRUT 10731 FOR FURTHER DETAILS). 

3. NEW CHIEF OF JORDANIAN DIWAN ADNAN ABU AUDEH, IN INTER- 
VIEW CARRIED BY INDEPENDENT AS SAYYAD (SEPT 5), DECLARED 
"WE CANNOT FIGHT ISRAEL NOW. THEREFORE WE WANT PEACE". 

AUDEH FORCEFULLY CRITICIZED FEDAYEEN AS NEITHER RESISTANCE 
MOVEMENT NOR REVOLUTION, HAVING LOST BOTH TITLES BY
